Nil  line  (lis 
pules  this.  Kveryniie  reednni/.es  that 
upiiii  the  pi-dsperity  Hi  iiiir  lariners  de 
peiids  tile  sueiess  iif  this  western  cdini 
try.  .\11  will  Keneriuisly  weleiiiiie  any 
thiUK  wlilili  makes  towards  tlie  lietter- 
inent  of  the  cdnditiiins  under  wliicli  the 
tiiriuers  live  .No  in.li\  iiliial  iir  seitidiial 
interest  iiiiisl  slainl  in  iheir  way.  Still, 
it  slKinld  alsd  he  lec  nKUized  that  the 
tanners  nf  this  cduntry  are  simply  a  jiarl 
(if  its  I'limnum  life,  and  they  tlieinselves 
are  also  dependent  updn  the  Reneral 
welfare  of  the  comnHinity  as  a    whiile. 

SECOND.  II  is  a  little  diffleiilt  In  Kel 
stalistics  as  to  llie  coinpurative  jiriis 
peril  y  of  I  he  farmlnK  and  business  com- 
muiiities.  but  I  think  that  the  liistory  of 
thin  cduntry  han  shown  that  farniiim'  luis 
i.ot  been  unprofitable  a.s  coiiipared  with. 
for  instance,  country  siore.s.  How  many

To  what  extent 
Ih  It  |in>p«>HiMl  that  they  nhall  hf  eHlah 
lli«h»<IT  The  article  referred  to  In  vaKile 
upnn  thin  point.  .\t  the  present  time, 
ejtrepllnn  «  '*w  stores  eHtahllsbeil  by  the 
Saskiitchewun  (irtiln  (irowent'  .\hs<m'Ih- 
tliin,  there  Is  no  larKe  iirK<>ni>!ation  of 
fariiicrH'  cooperative  hiiMinesseM  In  this 
connlry.  There  hav.  been  (iiille  ;i  nmii 
l>*r  of  liH'al  aKmiclutii^ns  raUM.d  by  local 
nee<ls.  which  have  lieen  more  or  less 
HiiccHHsfully  estublisheil,  bill  ho  far  no 
l>niaU  attempt  Iuin  been  iiiaile  to  intnv 
(ftK-e  eo-;>pxralive  traiiinK.  If.  Iiowever, 
It  1«  aRsumed  that  such  a  priiiioHltlon  Im 
in  contemplation,  tlivn  there  are  several 
considerations  which  should  be  cis-  -'iilly 
taken  into  account: 

A.  Such  asHfX'latlons  must  .>f  neces 
sity  curry  suHiclent  Kcneral  stocks  to 
•supply   the  community. 

B.  Such  associations  imisl  therefore 
raise  the  necessary  ameunt  of  capital 
wherewith  to  flnance  such  business. 

C.  The  success  of  such  associations 
will  depend  upon  their  proper  manace- 
menl.  If  th'  y  are  local  in  their  oriKin. 
each  will  stand  on  its  own  footinK.  If 
they  are  under  one  head,  it  will  Involve 
an  urKunizatiiin  more  or  less  largt,  de- 
pending upon  the  scope  of  the  enterprise. 
It  hi  then  pertinent  to  ask.  how  and  by 
whom  will  they  l>e  managed?  The 
fariMers  have  their  own  business  to  look 
after.  In  ostuhliflhlng  trading  associa- 
tkMis    ihey    must    rely    on    outside    help.

D.  Such  stores  sllilllld  be   (nr  Ihe   lll'tlc 

lit  of  the  entire  commiiiiily  They  should 
sell  to  everyone  In  this  I'oiinectiiiii  i: 
uiuy  Ih>  noted  that  ilii'  Saskatclii'V, un 
leKlslulloll  with  refi'leiii'i-  to  cooperalivc 
asMociullons  discriiiiinalcs  aKuiiisi  iIiom- 
who  are  non  nu'i.iliers.  which  is  a  re 
sirlcllvi'  iiropoHliliiii  and  unfair  In  lis 
■ipplicallon   to   the   wlioli'   coiiiiiiiiiiil y. 

E.  Such  stores  shiiiild  sill  on  i  redit 
III  those  who  need  and  are  worthy  of  il 
It  is  interesting  to  oliservi'  that  credit 
sales  lire  prohibited  by  the  Saskalclir 
wun  act  referred  to.  T./  that  extent  Ihey 
benelll  only  those  faiiiers  who  are  well- 
todo.  They  will  be  iif  no  assistance  to 
othiTs  who  are  not  in  a  jiositloii  'o  pay 
cash  In  other  words,  the  tendency  o( 
such  legislation  ui.d  of  such  a  course  of 
deallnj;  Is  to  create  a  favored  class 
among  the  farmers  ;lieniselves. 

F.  .Vt  what  points  Is  II  propiiseil  to 
■■stubllsli  new  fanners'  co  iiperalive  asso 
ciations?  Will  Ihey  be  col  ,ined  to 
places  where  proper  service  Is  not  being 
given  by  local  lllercha^t^.  or  will  Ihey 
enter  into  business  In  towns  where  those 
who  are  already  established  are  doing 
their  best  to  give  the  community  the 
lienelli  of  fair  trade?  In  a  word,  will 
they  be  called  Into  being  simply  as  a 
money-making  proposition,  or  will  Ihey 
be  started  on!y  In  localities  where  there 
is  a  present  need  of  more  or  better 
stores? 

FIFTH.  It  Is  asserted  thai  then 
been  a  luultiplicity  of  local  stores,  two 
or  three  times  as  many  as  the  irilmtary 
country  would  carry.  I  challenge  the 
accuracy  of  that  assertion.  In  the  three 
provinces,  leaving  owl  the  principal  busi 
ness  centres.  Winnipeg.  Calgary.  Kdii-m- 
lon.  Saskatoon.  .Moose  .law.  Kegina  ii! 
Hrandon.  there  are  :!  IHl  imslolHces.  with 
.■5,840  general  stoics.  AlLiwi-ig  for  post- 
offices  where  there  are  no  stores,  these 
Hgures  show  that  il  is  impossible  that 
there  should  be  twice,  let  alone  three 
times,  us  many  stores  as  them  should  Im.
